Mrs. R. C. Mel- 
ton, of Atlanta, State Mental 
Hygiene Chairman, proposed the 
project as a follow-up from Gen- 
eral Federation, its objective be 
ing to have this plan extend 
into every state federation. 

Even though this was the first 
opportunity to win the approval 
of the executive board, members 
of the mental hygiene division 
of Georgia Federation, under 
Mrs. Melton’s direction, made 
plans to finance a scholarship 
for some registered nurse in 
Georgia to attend Norton Me- 
morial Infirmary. 

Clubwomen are aware of the 
ravages of the disease which 
has become the nation’s No. 1 
social problem, and has filled 
one-half of the hospital beds in 
the country. Securing funds for 
such a worthy cause is not dif- 
ficult for clubwomen who desire 
to alleviate the suffering of 
mentally ill victims. But, they 
are aware that there is the dire 
need for trained psychiatric 
nurses and trained psychiatric 
nurses’ aids.

the nation’s oldest fighting force. 

“You have a certain esprit de 
corps,” she points out. “Whenever 
you see a Marine anywhere, you 
want to go up and talk to him— 
or her.” 

Lt. Hanlon, who will help in 
recruiting women for both the 
regular Marine Corps and the Re- 
serve, persuasively cites the op- 
portunities for women in their 
own special fields. She said there 
were numerous openings in jobs 
ranging from typists to executive 
positions. 

Onc of the minor headaches of 
her job, however, is getting the 
right shade of lipstick and nai 
polish to match the red cords on 
her Marine green hat! 

“During the war,” she said, 
“they made a special ‘Montezuma 
red’ lipstick for us that was just 
right. But now we have to shop 
around to get the right color so 
it won’t clash.” 

Since she’s the only uniformed 
woman Marine in Atlanta, Lt. 
Hanlon also has a little difficulty 
getting uniforms. She has to send 
to Philadelphia for the material, 
and then have a tailor here make 
it to order. 

“But I’m crazy about :iny work,” 
she concluded, “and though I’ve 
only lived in Atlanta since No 
vember, I’m crazy about the city, 
too.”

* warrior. He also is by far the most com- 
manding statesman in the world today. 

We do not forget that the Churchill 
who now is calling for new East-West ne- 
gotiations is the same who in the years 
before the outbreak of the last war was 
crying out against appeasement of another 
dictator. He doubtless has an eye on the 
British elections this week. But he ob- 
viously thinks some good may come of 
further talks with Stalin.

The suggestions in this country were that 
Mr. Truman or his representative meet 
Stalin alone to decide the issues of the 
whole world. That, of course, is out of the 
question. We cannot alienate our allies 
by such high-handed action. Neither do 
our moral standards allow us to divide 
the world into two spheres of influence.

With one out of every two persons over 65 receiving an old-age pension and 
33,500 dependent children receiving aid, it is apparent Georgia is deeply in- 
yolved in the welfare of its population, both coming and going. One of the more

poignant features of this Federal-State-County program of assistance is the vast 
number of children under 16 who are now dependent on government funds dur- 


ing their formative years. There are those who might say the Welfare State indeed is on its way 


when in

Yet, it is necessary to reflect that these young 
people are in need only because of some error, 
or tragedy, that has befallen their elders. These 
children are of broken homes; they are of homes 
where death and illness have exacted their toll. 
Let assume that it is to the general good 
that aid given those families which cannot 
eare for their children. The young must be 
nourished, must.be given a chance for at 
least a high school education. With the shaping 
of useful lives, it is to be hoped that these

a, for instance, 33,500 children early in life are receiving a large share of their daily 


compiling data on these causes. A fundamental 
step in coping with the tragedy now is pending 
in the National Congress.

Bring- 
ing these errant parents back to carry part of the 
financial loads of their dependent families will 
help alleviate the problem.

Cox, Davis Gloomy 
On FEPC Qutcome 


WASHINGTON-—After waging a successful 
fight thus far in the session to prevent House 
action on the FEPC civil rights bill. Georgia 

delegation members, along with other Southern Democrats, have 
now all but abandoned hope of further delaying a vote on the con- 
troversial legislation. The bill is scheduled to be taken up on the 
floor Wednesday. 

Two of the most active leaders in the filibuster of Southern 
members against the bill have been Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla, 
and Rep. James C. Davis, of the Atlanta district. Both are now 
ready to concede that the cards will be stacked against them when 
the ‘measure comes up-on the calendar Wednesday. 

Judge Cox has been largely responsible for the refusal of the 
House Rules Committee to give the bill legislative right of way, 
while Judge Davis has been one of the leading figures in the fili- 
buster tactics to prevent consideration on the floor. They are 
agreed that proponents of the measure have the strength to pass 
it if it ever comes to a vote. On that basis, Cox said the only hope 
of bringing about final defeat rests in the Senate, where Southern 
Senators will be given more leeway to filibuster the bill to death. 

Judge Davis, while conceding that the prospects look bad, is - 
still not ready to give up without a final fight. He likens the situa- 
tion to the plight of the two frogs who fell into a butter churn. 
One of them, he said, was ready te give up and drown, but the 
other one kept kicking around in the milk until he churned up 
enough butter to float on. . 

“I’m still hoping to kick up enough butter to save us,” Davis 
said. “and will be in there fighting to the end, as all of us will in 
the Georgia delegation.” , 


Full committee action on the nomina- 
Hooper and Andrews tion of Judge Frank Hooper as one 
of two Federal district jurists in the Northern District of Georgia, 
is now scheduled for early in the week Already a Senate judi- 
ciary subcommittee has reported favorably on the recess appoint- 
ment made by President Truman and it remains only for the full 
committee to act before the nomination is considered by the Senate. 


At the same time, however, the committee has shown no disposi- 
tion te take up the nomination of Judge Neil Andrews, who was 
given a similar recess appointment to a second vacancy in the 
Northern District last Fall. Sen. Richard B. Russell is yet to say 
whether he will oppose Andrews’ confirmation, though all indica- 
tions have been in that direction. Committee officials indicate that 
the nomination will be kept in the senatorial “deep freeze” for the 
time being, with no hearings scheduled on the appointment. 


Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, was back at his 
Brown Back a the past week after a siege of illness that 
kept him confined to the Naval Hospital here for some days. 
the advice of his doctors he'is keeping away from the House floor 
until he recovers his strength, but is now able to spend a few hours 
in his office daily. Mr. Brown’s illness caused him to end a 17-year 
record of never missing a vote or a roll call in the House—a record 
of attendance that has neVer been equaled in the history of the 
House. 


Encouraged by the success of 
Pace Farm Purchase Act rie insured mortgage pro- 
gram for tenant farm purchases, which he sponsored several years 
ago, Rep. Steve Pace, of Americus, has just offered a bill to double 
the amount of money available for carrying out the program. Under 
the present Pace Act, the Government sets up a fund of $100,000,- 
000 ann to aid tenant farmers in the purchase of farms. The 
new Pace bill would increase the fund to $200,000,000. 


“There is nothing like giving a man the facilities for owning 
his own land,” said the Americus Con , a high-ranking 
member of the House Agricultural Committee. “It makes a better 
citizen of him and makes him more appreciative of the responsi- 
bility for keeping the land fertile and protecting it against erosion.” 

Pace, who re-affirmed during the past week his decision to 
retire from Congress at the end of his present term, said he had 
no further plans for seeking public office. When he retires he 
will go back to the practice of law in his home town of Americus.

“As long as I know more 
about the H-bomb than you 
read in the papers and am in- 
volved in it, I don’t feel free 
to discuss it. I just try hard 
to say nothing from a personal 
viewpoint.

I saw Roberto Rossellini’s highly touted 
“Stromboli” in a private screening room on Film 
Row yesterday. 
I was curious, like millions of other people. 
But, more than that, I wanted to see if it was 
really as poor as my contemporaries who pound the Broadway 
pavement had said. 

It was not. To the contrary, I found it to be a very engrossing, 
“arty” adult movie which compares favorably: with “Shoe Shine” 
and “Open City,” two Italian films which the New York critics 
praised very highly. (‘“Stromboli” opens March 16 at the Rialto 
Theater. ) 

“Stromboli” is a sensitive story of a woman’s emotions. , 

It is told with the rare, simple eloquence and honesty which 

has been the trademark of Italian postwar films. It boasts 

the finest black and white photography we have ever seen 
on the silver screen. 

It has one of the outstanding musical scores of 
the past five years and it has matchless thrills of 
a tunafish hunt and a volcanic eruption. 

As a simple story of a woman’s isolation and 
loneliness, as a simple story of a woman DP who 
weds a prisoner of war simply as a means toward 
an end—that of escaping her barbed wire prison; 
as a story of a woman, faced with motherhood 
who is suffocating within the confines of a vol- 
canic, lava-coated island, I think “Stromboli” has 
achieved what Rossellini set out to achieve. It is 
a play of moods and emotions. It was produced 
as an “art” film with narrow intrinsic appeal.

URING the time he was organizing and ex- 
panding his tobacco empire, Sir Hugo Cun- 
liffe-Owen was the subject of discussion, 

usually in whispers, by his subordinates. His 
restless energy and his genius as an organizer 
prompted the comments: 

“He is a Human Dynamo!” 

“He organizes everything perfectly, including 
his life and our lives.” 

The latter statement proved incorrect in a 
London court the other day, three years after 
Sir Hugo had died at the age of 77. Two at- 
tractive women, fighting each other, gave testi- 
mony that tended to show the great organizer 
was a failure when it came to managing his 
personal and domestic affairs. 

One woman was his widow, Mauricia, Lady 
Cunliffe-Owen, the plaintiff in the action. She 
had been cut off in Sir Hugo’s will, disposing of 
an estate valued at some $3,000,000, but she was 
not complaining about the omission. 

The other was the defendant, Miss Marjorie 
Clara Jessie Cunliffe-Owen, who was formerly 
Miss Marjorie Daw, a dancer. Shortly before 
Sir Hugo’s death, Marjorie had her name legally 
changed to Cunliffe-Owen. 


The widow charged that Marjorie, her suc- 


cessor in the affections of Sir Hugo, had been 
guilty of libel and enticement, or alienation of 
affections, as it is known in American courts. 

The mere fact that the latter had been left 
one-half of the huge fortune did not enter the 
discussion in The King’s Bench Division of High 
Court. 

Mauricia, the widow, testified that she had 
married Sir Hugo in 1935; that she was 25 
years younger than he and that she had signed 
a separation agreement in 1946. The agreement 
gave her something like $400,000, and there was 
nothing to complain about on the financial score. 

However, according to the .testimony, right 
after the separation agreement was signed and 
while Mauricia and Sir Hugo were staying at 
the same hotel in the United States, she man- 
aged to get possession of two letters alleged to 
have been written to him by Marjorie. 

In court, Mauricia’s attorney read excerpts 
which were said to be from those letters. 

One passage was interpreted as indicating 
that Marjorie understood that the tobacco mag- 
nate was not happy with Mauricia and yearned 
only for her. 

Another excerpt contained a more personal 
message, as follows: 

“The days are long and weary without you, 
especially the days that bring no letter or cable. 
My thoughts are with you all day, and night, too. 

“I long with a terrible hunger to hear your 
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dear voice and see your sweet face. My heart is 
yours; indeed, my very life.” 

Mauricia, Lady Cunliffe-Owen, contended 
passages such as the last one constituted entice- 
ment. It was charged that in other messages 
Marjorie sympathized with Sir Hugo and made 
statements which constituted the framework of 
the libel accusation. 

Mr. Justice Hilbery took over the question- 
ing of the plaintiff, the widow, at one point and 
ascertained that while the earlier Lady Cunliffe- 
Owen (Sir Hugo’s second wife) was still alive 
in 1933, Mauricia had accompanied the baronet 
on a tour of Europe—at a salary of $1,000 a 
month—while his wife stayed in England. 

“He admired my business brain,” Mauricia 
explained. 


Mauricia and Sir Hugo were married shortly 
after his second wife’s death. 

The European tour, the widow added, was 
suggested by the then Lady Cunliffe-Owen, and 
Mr. Justice Hilbery rubbed his head and wanted 
to know why the wife would suggest her hus- 
band take such a trip with an attractive secre- 
tary or financial consultant. 

Mauricia replied: “She said, ‘I have too many 
orders and too much work to do at my interior 
decorating place. What difference would it 
make, if Hugo took a nurse?’” 

There was no misconduct on the tour, Mau- 
ricia emphasized. 

_Mr. Justice Hilbery, gazing at the two 
women most recently in Sir Hugo's life, 
had another troublesome moment when 
Mauricia’s attorney said:

HE VOICE of the young soprano soared 
T through the darkness. It was a clear, sweet

The Metropolitan Opera 
House in New York City was nearly empty and 
she knew that when her singing was over there” 
would be no tumult of applause from beyond the 
footlights.

There would be time 
enough for that later. First, she must qualify for 
the opera and here was the time and place for it. 

Out front, there were perhaps 30 men and 
women sitting in judgment and she knew her 
whole future rested with this small, highly crit- 
ical audience. 

They—most of them directors of the Metro- 
politan and their wives——would decide quietly, 
without excitement or emotion, whether Marie 
La Salle would one day sing for the Met or go 
back to musical comedy routines and roadshows.

For there was one among her hearers who in 
a few short weeks would mean more to her than 
all the others and all the wonderful things they 
were going to do for her.

Presently, the last golden note faded away. 
The pianist rose from his seat. Marie La Salle, 
flushed and breathless, waited for the verdict.

The first to reach her was Alice Roosevelt, 


She was to sing in the chorus and understudy 
Miss Gunning. 

Fortune was on Marie La Salle’s side. Colonel 
Savage was in Chicago with the company and 
had an appointment with Max Rabinoff, then a 
distinguished young impresario. They met in 
the rear of the theater. 

The curtain went up and then, for the first 
time, Max Rabinoff heard Marie La Salle sing- 
ing. He asked Colonel Savage about her and 
was told:

Rabinoff asked for an introduction and later 
told Marie she had a marvelous voice. “I would 
like,” he told her, “to talk further with you 
about your future. I am positive I can help you.” 


PY nace shook her pretty head. The blue eyes 
flashed. “I have had such offers from men 
before,” she said. “I don’t want any assistance.” 

That was in the spring of 1908 and it wasn’t 
until the fall that Max Rabinoff saw her again. 
He had returned to Chicago and dropped into 
the Studebaker Theater to visit Elsie Janis, then 
starring in “The Hoyden.” 

Marie La Salle was singing when he entered 
the theater and during intermission he went 
backstage to see Elsie Janis and her mother. He 
told Mrs. Janis what had happened in the spring. 

She sent for Marie and persuaded her to have 
supper with Rabinoff after the performance. 
They talked from 11 to 4. 

This time the young impresario prevailed on 
her to train for the opera. Two days later, she 
resigned from the Janis company and com- 
menced her studies. 

Within eight months, she was singing two 
operas, “Rigoletto” and “Traviata.”

FOR Marie La Salle, heaven was very near. 

The men and women who had come to pass 
judgment had remained to praise. She had 
passed the test.

Marie La Salle would never again sing at the 
Met. In less than three years, she would never 
sing anywhere.

Max Rabinoff didn’t mind. He had waited 
for this occasion and he didn’t mind waiting 4 
little while now.

Marie was a farmer’s da . She was 
born in Beatrice, Nebr., on Christmas Day, 1883.

He said it was important 
to enlist their assistance. 

After the golden-haired girl had charmed 
them with her singing, Mrs. Vanderbilt an- 
nounced she would contribute $10,000 to send 
her to Europe to study under Lombardi, the 
teacher of Caruso. The Met added $5,000: More 
funds and a wardrobe came from the others. 

Then Marie La Salle’s fairy godmothers sent 
her off to Italy to prepare her for the Metro- 
politan debut she was never to make. 

In less than two months she was back in New 
York. Lombardi, she said, hadn’t improved her 
voice—but the real reason for her homecoming, 
she admitted later, was the realization she was 
in love with Max Rabinoff. 

“I felt absolutely helpless away from him— 
as if I couldn't stand alone,” she said. . “Until 
I went abroad, the question was my voice. It 
was my voice, my voice, my voice—-always my 
voice. - But when I reached Italy I made a won- 
derful discovery. I found I had a heart.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt and the other fairy god- 
mothers forgave her and she and Rabinoff were 
married. Then Marie La Salle gave up the 
career that had never really started.

HEN Vera Brinson and Roy 
Belcher promised to stay to- 
gether “till death us do 
part,” Vera wasn’t fooling. After 
She had pursued her runaway hus- 
band for 15,000 zigzag miles and 
had finally preserved her marriage 
the other day by a precedent-setting 
court decision, Roy went back where 
he started and Vera went trekking 
after him just as determinedly as 
ever. 

Vera was an Army nurse on duty 
at Camp Blanding, Fla., when she 
met Roy in January, 1945. He was 
a G. I. and the most ardent one she 
had encountered. After a few dates 
he asked her to marry him. She 
could remember his very words: 

“I’m mad about you. You're the 
only woman I ever loved.”’ 

Before they could be married 
toy’s unit was sent to the South 
Pacific. He was wounded in action 
and eventually reached the Army 
hospital at Denver, Colo. Vera im- 
mediately arranged a transfer to the 
hospital so she could be near him, 
They were married there in July, 
1946. 

After the ceremony Roy told 
Vera he-had been married before 
and was divorced only a month be- 
fore he met her, That news was a 
shock to her, but. it didn’t seem to 
interfere with their happiness. 

A year later a daughter was born 
and it was not unfil a year after that 
event that Vera n@ticed her husband 
seemed to be losimg interest in her. 
He remained away. from home fre- 
quently and finally he vanished com- 
pletely. 

Weeks passed before she received 
a letter. She tore the envelope open, 
noticing only that it had been mailed 
from Montreal, and was appalled by 
the contents: 

“T think it is only fair to tell you 
that I am in love with someone else 
and have been for a long time. I 
am working and very happy with 
Rosalie whom I love very dearly. 
She and I like it here and are agreed 
that we have no desire or intention 
of returning to the states now or 
ever.” 

What Vera apparently failed to 
observe was a notation on the en- 
velope, required by postal regula- 
tions in Canada and the United 
States, informing the recipient that 
the letter had been sent to the post- 
master and remailed by him at the 
request of the sender.

THE proud Duke of Pinohermoso, bull- 
fighting was_a fine old Spanish custom and 
bullfighters were men of heroic mold. 

He admired them for their skill and daring 
and was an amateur rejoneador (bullfighter on 
horseback) of some standing himself. 

In time, it was only natural that he should 
come to know handsome young Luis Miguel 
Dominguin, an up and coming matador. Luis 
Miguel’s father had been a famous matador be- 
fore him as were his two brothers. 

Now the young man was the rage of the 
bull rings. Everywhere they were hailing him 
as the successor to the immortal Manolete. 

Four years ago, when Luis Miguel was only 
20, the middle-aged nobleman asked him for in- 
struction in the finer points of his art. He 
invited the matador to the ducal palace, where 
he was soon a regular visitor. 

There he met the duke’s lovely young daugh- 
ters. The elder, Margarita, was 17; Angelita, 
the r, a slim brunette of 15. 

duke and Luis Miguel became fast friends 
and the girls idolized the dashing bullfighter.

Madrid ran rumors of a roman- 
tic attachment in the Pinohermoso palace. 

Then it was no longer a secret. Angelita was 
17 and she and Luis Miguel were in love. 

The duke was indignant. He forbade his 
daughter to see the young man again. Luis 
Miguel was a nice boy, he told her, and certainly 
one of the best bullfighters in all Spain. He was

good matrimonial material too, but not for the 
daughter of a Spanish nobleman. 

He was handsome, famous and rich, all of 
these—but only.a bullfighter. : 

Angelita had a mind of her own. She con- 
tinued to meet her beloved in secret. Then the 
duke sent her to Switzerland with a governess. 

Luis Miguel phoned and wrote to her and 
once flew there to be with her for a few precious 
hours. The duke brought her back to Madrid 
and kept her under close watch. 

The bullfighter was no longer welcome at the 
palace. Trying to forget, he turned to his pro- 
fession and the bull rings resounded with cheers 
for his recklessness and courage. 


On Aug, 28, 1947, he was on the program at 


Linares when Manolete, the greatest of all bull- 
fighters, was fatally gored. He helped carry the 
dying man to thé hospital. 

Luis Miguel’s own fame increased. He was 
paid as high as a half millién pesetas (about 
$50,000) for a single fight. He made millions. 

But he couldn’t put his love for the dark 
Angelita oyt of his mind. There were secret 
phone calls and smuggled notes— and long 
scented letters followed after him when he left 
for South America last fall. 

He was back in Madrid for Christmas and the 
wary duke locked his daughter in her second- 
floor room. He gave orders that she was to re- 
ceive no notes or phone calls from Luis Miguel. 

But once again love outwitted the locksmith. 
On the third night of her imprisonment, Angelita 
arose and dressed while the palace lay sleeping. 
She broke the lock on her bedroom window and 
slid down a rope of bedsheets into the patio. 

From her father’s study, she telephoned 
Luis Miguel to come for her. She was waiting 
when his car glided into the palace grounds. 

The night watchman called out to them, but 
the big automobile purred away into the night. 

What to do now? Angelita and Luis Miguel 


knew the watchman had already given the 
alarm. The pursuit would soon be forming. 

The young matador drove to the home of 
a friend, Antonio Cembrano, a breeder of bulls. 
He left Angelita there with €embrano and his 
wife and proceeded to the home of another 
friend, Domingo Ortega, also a noted bullfighter. 

Perhaps this Ortega would have something 
to suggest. He was one of the few bullfighters 
ever to marry into Spanish nobility. His wife 
was the daughter of the Marquis of Amboage. 
They were married during the Spanish civil war 
and she died a short time later. 

The matador had remarried and was still 
fighting bulls at 44. 

Ortega and his young friend talked all night. 
At 10 a. m., Luis Miguel called his lawyer and 
was advised to return the girl to her father. 
Angelita was only 19, he said, and the duke 
might press charges of abduction against him. 

Luis Miguel then picked up Angelita and 
drove her to a police station. The duke took his 
tearful daughter back to the palace. 

Still protesting her undying love for Luis 
Miguel, she was bundled into a specially char- 
tered plane and shipped back to Switzerland 
with an English maid. 

The same afternoon the gloomy matador 
sought the seclusion of his farm near Sevilla. 

But friends of the young couple were sure 
the separation was not for long. Their words 
of encouragement for Luis Miguel followed & 
familiar pattern. They might have been taken 
—— from “Carmen.” 

‘Toreador, engarde —”’ 

Or, as one translation of the famous grand 
opera song about another romantic (and Ui 
lucky) bullfighter goes: 

Toreador, e’er watchful be; 

Do not forget the brightest of eyes 
Are fondly thee waiting, 

And love is the prize.

course, some big winners have managed to stay in 
the money, but they were in the one-in-a-million-or-more 
class and only served to prove the point. Many others have 


been ahead for a while; few for very long. 


As for Townley, his beginner’s luck bordered on the 
miraculous. His horse, Sterope, won the 1948 and 1949 
Cambridgeshire Stakes and in between them the 1949 


Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot. 


All three were won in roaring stretch runs that showed 
all too clearly the extreme occupational hazards that are 
so much a part of playing the races. The fleet Sterope had 
to survive a foul claim to take the first one and came 
through in driving photo-finishes in the other two. 

Townley’s triple was put over in his fourth year in 


racing. 

The 35-year-old Lancashire enginéer 
didn’t go into it to make money. Men 
in his profession are much too realistic 
about such things. 

His doctor told him he was over- 
worked and suggested some form of 
relaxation. Horse racing was Town- 
ley’s choice. 

He started with four colts, but 
none of them amounted to 
much, Then in 1946, he bought a 
likely looking yearling. He paid 
only $600 for him and named 
him Sterope. 

The colt showed a high 
turn of speed. In ail, he won 
12 races and was unplaced 
only once in 21 starts. 

Townley moved the colt into 
better company with each win, 
finally entering him in the 1948 
running of the Cambridgeshire. This 
ancient mile and an eighth stake is run 
at Newmarket Heath, one of the most 
harrowing courses in all England. 

The three-year-old Sterope was 
lightly weighted at 102 and Townley 
prepared for his first big killing.

He started backing his horse as soon as the 
bookies’ odds were posted, several weeks before 
the classic. But the amount of his bets and 
Sterope’s own good record made little impres- 
sion on the price-fixers. 

At race time, Sterope was still held at 25 
to one and his excited* owner stood to win 
$450,000. : 

Which is just what he did. The gallant out- 
sider, starting from post 25 in the bulky field, 
outgamed the leaders in the stretch and won 


- in a final, faming burst of speed. But Townley 


wasn't in yet. 

From one of the losing jockeys came a claim 
of foul. Sterope, he insisted, hadn't kept a 
straight course. | 

Was an eternity of waiting while the 
judges huddled and Townley fretted. Finally, 
the all-clear:was given and Townley’s big coup 
was an accomplished fact. 

After that, they called him Lucky Townley 
-—-and he lived up to the name. 

Sterope was entered in the Royal Hunt Cup 
at the Ascot meeting last June and Townley 
plunged a small fortune on his chances. The 
horse won the race and Townley, $400,000. 

But the man who had taken up racing for 
relaxation had another fearful wait while the 
photo-finish was developed. He was limp with 
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excitement when it was over. Sterope had won 
by less than a nose. 

His next big objective was the 1949 Cam- 
bridgeshire. It was 39 years since any horse 
had won i#t twice running and now he wanted 
the glory for Sterope. | 

This time the handicappers loaded him with 
a crushing 130-pound burden. Lucky Townley 
talked it over with his trainer, who said the 
horse could do it on a fast track. 

But luck seemed to have at last deserted 
Lucky Townley and his racer. On the day of 
the race, it was pouring rain and the track lay 
deep in mud. | 

An hour before post time, he went out to 
inspect the racing strip and gave four police- 
men at_the entrance one pound each to bet on 
Sterope, - 

Engineer Townley was now as superstitious 
as any hunch player in the land. He asked the 
same party of 12 that was with him at the 1948 
race to come along again and wear the same

Yet, he made no large scale bet himself, 
explaining later that the rain had made him 
cautious. 

Shortly before the race, he saw Sterope in 
the saddling enclosure and suddenly realized 
the horse was ready for the race of his life. 
“But,” he lamented, “it was too late for another © 
good go at the bookies.” 

He did have a number of bets ranging from 
33 to one down to 25 to one, the closing price. 
There were 40 horses in the race and Sterope, 
coming from far back, nailed Good Taste at the 
wire. It was another photo-finish triumph by 
a nose. 

Later, at the hotel, Townley looked at his 
pretty wife and gasped in dismay. She was 
wearing her lucky turquoise and diamond horse- 
Shoe pin on her blouse. The year before it was 
on her coat. 

Then he laughed and said he couldn’t see 
how the horse had won. 

Townley was slightly off- base himself — 
“Last year I wore a black homburg. This year 
the weather called for a derby, but I took the 
homburg with me and carried it around.” _ 

Recently, he announced that his galloping 
gold mine would be retired from racing. 

He didn’t say anything about his own plans. 

Certainly, such phenomenal luck cannot last 
forever. Besides, as everyone knows, all horse 
players eventually go broke—if they keep at it. 

And Jack Townley is only 35.

, anxious mother stood trembling in an 
Office at the Boston Children’s Hospital, as 
~ She listened to a physician's report about 
her eight-year-old son. 

“Your child has acute leukemia,” the phy- 
sician gravely told her. While he did not say 
that this terrible disease, which is cancer of the 
white blood cells, usually meant death in a few 
weeks after its onset, the doctor did tell her 
that there was no way known of curing her son. 

“There’s a chance of prolonging his life, pos- 
sibly up to something like 10 months, by treat- 
ment with a new type of drug,” explained the 
physician, “This treatment is in an experimental 
stage, and on that uriderstanding we would try 
it on your son, with your permission.” 

She consented to the use of the new drug, 
which was Aminopterin (A-min-op-te-rin), which 
is only available on a doctor’s prescription. 

Thus the trial treatment with Aminopterin 
—which was injected as a solution into the 
muscles daily—-was begun towards the end of 
1947. The child improved steadily. Instead of 
dying in a few , or less, he was alive at 
the end of seven months. During the improve- 
ment he was able to stay at home, although 


‘ treated and checked up regularly. The disease, 


however, was still present, and in the middle of 
1948 the child suffered a most serious setback. 

Some bacterial infection developed in the 
“lesions,” the injured regions of the body where 
hemorrhage had occurred. The patient of acute 
leukemia has such a weakened and unstable re- 
sistance that infection—-such as of sore throat, 
even the complication of a common cold or 
influenza—-can cause sudden death in a few 
hours to a few days. In such a critical condition, 
the boy was hospitalized. 

The child was treated with Aureomycin, the 
antibiotic which is effective against a very large 
variety of germs. Aureomycin cleared up the 
infection in 24 hours sufficiently to tide the 
patient over a severe crisis. The use of Aminop- 
terin and other drugs, similar in effect, was

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resumed, This boy was eventually allowed to go 
home from the hospital, and under continued 
treatment has survived so-far, although not 
“cured.”’ 

Another-example of the new treatment is the 
case of a boy, who has a healthy twin brother. 
The child developed acute leukemia in August, 
1947. He was given Aminopterin. In spite of 
almost continuous use of the drug, and the 
disease -still lurking within him, he has grown 
as tall as his normal brother, and looks as well 
nourished.

Enough is now known, however, to enable 
one to say that the new drugs like Ami rin 
developed by the late Dr. Y. Subba Row, of 
Lederle Laboratories, have blazed a most im. 
portant new path to the eventual medicina] 
conquest of cancer. 

These drugs are “folic acid antagonists.” 
They destroy the effect of “folic acid,” one of 
the vitamins of the B complex, which the cancer 
cells, as well as the normal cells of the body 
require for growth and maintenance, Aminop- 
terin starves the multiplying cancer cells of their 
folic acid, and checks their growth. 

The drugs have been used in the treatment 
of certain other types of.cancer, with marked 
temporary improvemens in many cases, They 
are ‘“toxic;” that is harmful, especialy when 
used over a long period. As further research 
reduces their harmful effects and improves their 
beneficial results, the prospects of really “cur- 
ing’ acute leukemia and other forms of cancer 
will be brighter. 

When blood is in a healthy condition, it con- 
tains 4,500,000 to 5,000,000 red cells, and only 
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OR ee 5,000 to 10,000 or so white cells. In leukemia 


cases, the white cells multiply wildly, increasing 
to a count of 100,000 or more. In this way the 
red cells are crowded out. Victims of chronic 
leukemia may linger on, weakened and sickly, 
for two, five or more years; acute letikémia kills 
swiftly. “* 

All that drugs like Aminopterin might be 
expected to do, so far, is te postpdne the In- 
evitable death, and to relieve the. disabling 
Symptoms temporarily. Penicillin, Strepto- 
mycin and Aureomycin are helpful to control 
complications due to infection. ; 

At the Memorial Hospital, in New York City, 
dramatic, but temporary remission of leukemia 
and some other types of cancer has been pro- 
duced in a few patients by treatment with the 
hormones. Cortisone and ACTH, which are 80 
rare that their general use is something for the 
future. Drugs like Aminopterin, however, 
soon be available in sufficient quantities for 
treatments. 

Each advance towards the control of the 
various forms of cancer aids in the search for 
the long-sought cures for these diseases.

4d HAT chance have my babies got?” 
The nice young mother was wor- 
ried and confused. 

She'd heard calamity howlers say America 
is through. Its natural resources are exhausted. 
Opportunity is dead. The courage that made 
America has vanished—and there is no future. 

“I don’t feally believe it,’”’ she said. “But I 
want so much for my babies—and sometimes 
I'm scared,” 

You don’t have to be, mother. The calamity 
howlers are wrong. 

The future belongs to your babies—and to 
you. The coming century is theirs—and it can 
be the finest, richest century America has ever 
known. Our country is not exhausted—we are 
only beginning to realize its possibilities. 

You can take the word of such outstanding 
men as Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president of the 
Brookings Institution, and one of the world’s 
leading economists, for that. 

There are some “ifs,”’ of course. There are 
some things you'll have to fight against—such 
things as repressive taxes. But you're a good 
fighter. Baby’s future is in your hands. 

First—what is this America you brought 
your baby into? 

It has put more money into the hands of 
more people than any other country in the world 


—and it is progressively giving more and more 
to those the Communists like to call the 
“masses” or the “little people.” — 

Dr. Moulton gives the facts in his latest book, 
“Controlling Factors in Economic Development,” 
published by the Brookings Institution. 

Twenty years ago, only about 10,000,000 
families—28 per cent of all the families in 
America—had incomes in the $2,000-$5,000 
range. But by 1946, half of all the families in 
the country — 23,000,000 —were in this group. 

Twenty years ago, the families in the $2,000- 
$5,000 range got only one-third of the total indi- 
vidual income. But by 1946 more than half of 
America’s income—55 per cent—went to families 
in that group. 

The picture is even more striking if you lump 
together all of the moderate-income groups— 
those families whose incomes ranged from $2,000 
to $7,500 a year. In 1929, they received only 
$38,000,000,000—but in 1946, they shared $111,- 
000,000,000—65 per cent of America’s income. 

Does that look as though America were dying 
—as though opportunity were dead? 


EVERY year there are fewer really poor people 
in our country. In 1929, Dr. Moulton’s figures 
show, 65 per cent of the families in America 
had incomes of less than $2,000. By 1946 only 
40 per cent were in that group—and the number 
is going down all the time. a 

It’s folks like you, mother—folks in the great 
American middle class—who are getting a con- 
stantly greater chunk of our country’s wealth. 
Meanwhile, the people in the higher brackets are 
getting less. Those earning more than $7,500 
received 30 per cent of the country’s income in 
1929. In 1946 they got only 20 per cent. 

Dr. Moulton describes what’s happening in 
this way: 

“Prior to 1929, and especially in the decade 
of the ‘20s, the distribution of income in the 
United States was becoming increasingly con- 
centrated. Since 1929, the situation has been 
strikingly reversed.”’ 

Meanwhile, figures provided by Dr. Moulton 
showed that, despite the inflated dollar, wages 
were rising far more swiftly than prices. By 
1946, hourly wage rates were seven times as high 
as they had been in 1900—while wholesale prices 
were only 21% times as high. 

That meant that more people could buy more 
things. And those who talked of America being 
“through,” Dr. Moulton said, didn’t see the big 
market that existed in the unfulfilled desires of 
the existing population—desires that could in- 
creasingly be attained as incomes rose, 

So that part of it is all right, mother. Never 
before has a baby been born with such a good 
chance to earn a comfortable income. 

But the calamity howlers say our country is 
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running down. They used to contend, for in- 
stance, that our population was leveling off— 
they went so far, Dr. Moulton said, as to predict 
that America’s population would become “sta- 
tionary” by 1980——-with births balancing deaths. 

You made them look silly on that prediction, 
mother—you and all the other mothers of 
America. In the last 10 years, Dr. Moulton said, 
the records show an “astounding” and progres- 
sive increase in births. . 

During the depressed '30s, births ranged from 
2,074,042 in 1932 to 2,286,962 in 1938. The in- 
security of the depression years kept the birth- 
rate down, . 


7 WAS to be expected, Dr. Moulton continued, 
that the rate would increase during the war— 
as it did. In 1940 there were 2.4 million births, 
and the war-time peak was reached in 1943, when 
2.9 million were born. There were 2.7 million 
babies born in 1945. 

But the amazing thing, Dr. Moulton said, is 
the way babies kept increasing after the war. 
From 1946 through 1949, births averaged 3.6 
million a year. There were 30,000,000 babies 
born in America from 1940 to 1950. Subtracting 
deaths during those years, that meant our pop- 
ulation inereased by 18,000,000. : 

That completely confounded the gloomy 
“experts.” The more optimistic had predicted a 
population of 141,000,000 by 1950. The fact is 


that the population reached. 150,000,000 last 
October. 

That doesn’t sound like a dying -country, 
does it? 

Those youngsters— your babies and the 
others—will be grown up in the 1960s and the 
early "70s. They'll be getting jobs, marrying, 
establishing their own homes. They'll want 
automobiles, and refrigerators, and all the othe 
things inat go with homes. : 

They'll form a new market in the ’60s and 
’70s—a market that will help keep America 
going. 

What is responsible for that sharp increase 
in births? 

You’ve got the answer to that, mother—you 
know it far better than the economists. In part 
it’s undoubtedly your own courage, your own 
confidence in your country and yourself, 

Girls are marrying earlier. It used to be 
assumed at girls’ colleges, Dr. Moulton said, 
that only 20 per cent of a graduating ciass would 
be married in the first year after leaving school. 

Now, however, large numbers of girls-—and 
young men—are married before they graduate. 
The figures show, too, that they. want larger 
families. Higher incomes, and the fact that 
there are jobs for all, encourage them. 

But whatever the reason, you mothers were 


smarter than the gloomy “experts.” Your 
instincts told you America was sound—and you 
were right. ‘ 


But what good is all this—what good higher 
incomes, and increasing markets, if America 
can't support those new babies? You've heard 
that America’s natural resources are exhausted 
—that there isn’t enough left to go around. 
You've heard that we'll have to lower our 
standard of living. ioe 

Mother-—that just isn’t true. 

Dr. Moulton looked ahead for 100 years, and 
asked: 

“So far as natural resources and productive 
capacity are concerned, might the United States 
a century hence support a population double that 
of the present day on a plane of living eight 
times as high as that now prevailing?” 

The answer was “yes.” 

“There can be little doubt,” he wrote, “that 
the onward sweep of science and technology as 
a whole is such that in one way or another 
scientific advancement as applied to the pro- 
cesses of production could yield results of (this) 
magnitude.” 

Dr. Moulton did not predict that we would 
have twice the present population, with a stand- 
ard of living eight times as high, in another 100 
years. What he said was that we can have it— 
and that American resources can support it. 

How so? 

He found that five things go to make up the 


basic parts of a high standard of living: Food 
and nutrition, for which, in 1946, we spent 
$55,000,000,000; shelter and home maintenance, 
for which we spent $31,000,000,000; attire and 
personal care, $24,000,000,000; education and 
health, $12,500,000,000, recreation and 
travel $21,500,000,000. am 

First, then, could we feed 300,000,000 people 
—with a higher standard of living? 

_ Yes. Dr. Moulton estimates that we would 
need to triple our present food supply to do it. 
But by bringing new land under cultivation 
through reclaimin and irrigating 
deserts; by contro erosion to protect 
existing land; and aaa the use of scientific 
discoveries to increase the crop yield, we can 
feed your children, and their children’s children. 

America need not go ao: ge 

Can we shelter 300,000, people? 

Yes. Dr. Moulton estimates that we'd need 
eight times the amount of building materials 
we're now using, and he continues: 

“Residential construction materials are en- 
tirely adequate. They are of many kinds, of 
which the most important are wood, brick and 
tile, cement, stone, cinders, glass, aluminum 
and steel. In the case of stone, brick, glass, 
cement and cinders raw materials are virtually 
unlimited.” i 

Systematic reforestation can pr e our 


supply of wood, Plastics and synthetic 
materials will be used r, Steel and 
other metals, he found, will not exhausted, 


“It seems, clear,”’ he said, “that. there is no 
danger of running short of materials.” 


Our needs for wep nF ginny care, he 
estimated, would be if 20 times. But 
there, he found, the supply of natural—and syn- 
thetic—materials is virtually ‘inexhaustible, 

The fields of education and health, he said, 
make little demand on material re.ources. 
America can meet the requirements. 

The largest rate of increase, he found. would 
be in recreation and travel; which make heavy 
drafts on mineral resources. You've heard, 
haps, that we’re coming to the end of our et 
org——that the great Mesabi ranges in Minnesota 
hold only 40 years’ supply of high grade ore 
at the rate of wartime consumption. 

But Dr. Moulton showed that newly dis- 
covered Canadian ores, modern methods of usin 
low grade ores, and the use of substitute metals

Beyond a certain point, Dr. Moulton 
said, taxes “dull incentives, and may destroy 
the principal source of funds for new enter- 
prises.”

“To state the matter in extreme terms, there 
can scarcely be any question that the private 
enterprise system would function more vigor- 
ously with a tax system that absorbs, say 10 to 
15 per cent of the national income rather than 
under one that absorbs 25 or 30 per cent.” 

You can fight for lower taxes. 

But most of all, you can face the future with 
confidence-—-for yourself and your babies.

1 1947 the secret, century-old files of the 
famous Pinkerton’s National Detective 
Agency were opened for the first time in 
their entirety to an outsider, James D. 
Horan, author and Assistant City Editor 
of the New York Journal-American. 

Horan studied the crumbling frontier 
newspapers, diaries of operatives, letters 
and confidential communications of the 
Pinkertons and incorporated his findings 
into a book, “Desperate Men,” published 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, Inc. 

On these pages he retelis one of the 
many interesting episodes in his book. 
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One week later Place took “‘Mrs. Place” to 
the fashionable De Young’s Photographic Studio 
on Broadway near Grace Church. He was dressed 
in his finest: top hat, frock coat, his mustache 
carefully trimmed, while Etta wore a formal 
black gown embroidered at the cuffs. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 20 the trio said 
farewell to Mrs. Taylor and left New York on 
the S. S. Soldier Prince bound for Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, 


A MONTH later the mysterious three arrived at 

Buenos Aires. For several days they lived 
expensively at one of the leading hotels, They 
opened a‘ bank account with $12,000 in gold 
notes, 

“We are afraid of thieves,” they told the 
bank president. 

Meanwhile in New York City, Robert Pinker- 
ton, head of the famous Pinkerton’s Detective 
Agency, was writing to his brother, William: 

“It shows how daring these people are: we 
hunt them in the mountains and the wilderness 
and they are in the midst of society...” 

“These people” of whom Pinkerton wrote 
were Mrs. Taylor’s quiet and well mannered 
guests. One wondered what she would have done 
had she discovered that Ryan was Butch Cas- 


sidy, leader of the Wild Bunch of Wyoming, the 
biggest and most colorful gang of outlaws the 
West has ever known; that Place was Harry 
Longbaugh, the Sundance Kid, and Butch’s chief 
lieutenant; and the beautiful Etta Place, 4 
woman train, bank and stagecoach robber. In 
addition, Etta was a crack shot with revolver 
and Winchester and expert horsewoman. 

The trio, whose names and faces stared out 
from wanted posters on the walls of banks, 
railroad depots and sheriffs’ offices from the 
Canadian border to New Mexico, had slipped 
past hundreds of possemen who were 
for them in almost every western state. 

For years Butch Cassidy led the Wild Bunch, 
also known as the Hole in the Wall gang, © 
control large sections of Utah, Wyoming and 
Colorado. The Wild Bunch was more the 
usual small band of outlaws; they were a thu 
dering army of from 200 to 500 riders with Cas 
sidy as their general. 

Although the story of the Wild Bunch * 
known in part, its entire history was mever aS 
closed until this writer was permitted to exam 
ine the files of the famous Pinkerton’s N 
Detective Agency. 

It was the Pinkertons who drove fhe Wild 
Bunch from the West and forced their

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“| Thought of Suicide Many 

Times, but | Found a Way 

Ouf. | Found Happiness—

HE knew the helpless misery of an invalid, 

bedridden for years. 

She knew the agony of the long, dark 
hours, when death seemed the only release from 
pom and loneliness-—when even hope seemed 
ost. 

But Alice Sweeney knew something greater 
than that——she knew the deep joy of overcom- 
ing’ her handicap —the joy of leaving her bed, 
of walking again in the world. That is the joy 
she has tried to bring to others. 

Alice Sweeney's story started on a May 
morning in 1933, when she was 12. She heard 
the school bell ringing as she strolled along a 
Boston street. In a sudden panic at the thought 
of being late, she darted across the street — 
into the path of an automobile. 

She was carried to Boston City Hospital 
where, after an examination, the doctors told 
her parents she might never walk again. 

“Her spine has been injured,”’ the parents 
were told, ‘She is going to be a hopeless cripple 
for a long time-—-and she may have to spend 
the rest of her life in bed.” 

She went home—-to bed—after three months 
in the hospital. Her parents hired a tutor to 
keep up her education. But there was one thing 
they could not give her—-the companionship 
of other children. Alice understood that. 

“Mother, it’s useless to try to make boys and 
girls spend evenings with me,” she said. “It's 
no fun for a kid to visit an invalid.” 

By the time she was 20, she could get about 
the house in a wheelchair — but her loneliness 
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had increased. She tried to find work she could 
do at home, but that was almost impossible. 

“Some day,” she said, “I’m going to find a 
way to help bedridden people to be spared the 
loneliness and emptiness I’ve known.” 

Meanwhile, she had been undergoing a series 
of 11 spinal operations—— which slowly enabled 
her to walk again. Through the aid of the Bay 
State Committee to Aid the Crippled and Handi- 
capped, she got a job as a receptionist in a 
Boston radio station, in the summer of 1945. 

There she met Powell Spencer, wealthy Bos- 
ton banker. ‘They were married a year later — 
and Alice found that se had the time—and the 
strength—-to try what she had always wanted 
to do: help other cripples to find happiness. 

She founded a “Happiness Club” composed 
of men and women who once had been bedridden, 
but had found a way to lead useful, happy lives. 
Members of the club made regular visits to those 
who were unable to leave their homes. They 
brought them gifts; they helped them to find 


mployment, and, not infrequently, romance. 

: The work that Alice was doing through the 
club became known to a constantly wider audi- 
ence. She received a call one day from a tearful 
mother, 

“My daughter has barricaded herself in her 
room for 24 hours, and won’t let me or anyone 
else in,” the mother said. ‘She lost her legs 
in an automobile accident four years ago, and 
she’s been in bed ever since.” 

Alice went to the home. She talked to the 
girl through the door—heard her talk of suicide. 

“I know just how you feel,” Alice said. “I 
was an invalid for 13 years. I thought of suicide 
many times. But I found a Way out. i found 
happiness —-and marriage.” " tk 

Slowly the girl began to trust Alice; and at 
last opened her door. She told Alice that the 
man to whom she had been engaged had jilted 
her after her accident. There seemed nothing 
left to live for. 

“That’s where you're wrong,” Alice said. 
“You can still find love amd a successful life. 
First I’m going to find you a job you can do at 
home. You’re going to be visited two or three 
times a week by members of our club.” 

Alice taught the girl to establish a clipping 
bureau service, clipping articles about out-of- 
town people from her local papers, and selling 
them. Meanwhile, a member of the Happiness 
Club fell in love with the girl, and wanted to 
marry ier.

HERE were four light-hearted Cornell stu- 
dents in the car, but Edward Smallwood 
sensed a special vivacity about the girl beside 
him.

In January, armed with 
another scholarship, Char- 
lotte enrolled in the Columbia 
University Law School. She 
was back in the old routine of 
shopping, cooking and studying, 
attending lectures and shuttling 
back and forth between home and 
bi nursery school. ' 
dee Again Ned helped her with the 
housework when he and Gringo reached 
home after battling the subway together 
in rush hours. 

When Charlotte got her law degree, they 
moved upstate to Warsaw, county seat of Wyo- 
ming County. They had chosen Ned’s old home 
town as the spot where they would open their 
first office together. The firm of Smallwood and 
Smallwood handled many cases, usually as part- 
ners, each handling part of the trial. 

“Charlotte furnished the enthusiasm, and I 
had some of the sustaining power,” Ned Small- 
wood said recently. 

After practicing law four years, Charlotte 
decided to run for district attorney.

Charlotte told how a summertime job as a 
waitress, and waiting on tables at her dormitory 
at Cornell had helped balance her budget so she 
could continue to work toward the law degree 
she was determined to have. 

Her ambition was appealing to Ned, and she 
found him extremely attractive. 

Early the next day Charlotte was called to 
the telephone and told that some flowers were 
waiting for her next door. They were from HIM 
—Ned Smallwood. He made the slight mistake 
of sending them to the place where a former girl 
friend lived, assuming that all university women 
must occupy the same quarters. 

As the months went by Charlotte was able to 
give up her waitress job because she had been 
hired as a statistician in the School of Agricul- 
ture and had won another scholarship that paid 
for her room. 

She and Ned plugged away at their studies 
but found time for enough dates to let them 
know that they were in love. They were mar- 
ried in May, 1943. 

Charlotte shopped and ceoked but she knew 
she could count on ‘her husband to help with 
dishwashing and cleaning. She started her law 


lotte surmounted obstacles and fitted her life 
with varied activities, year after year, they’d 
have recognized her as a woman who always 
finds time to do whatever she sets out to do. 
_ Studying, waiting on table, winning scholar- 
ships, doing research, compiling statistics, cook- 
ing, cleaning, looking after a child, taking a law 
, arguing cases in court, reading to her 
husband—sure, it took perseverance, planning, 
organization, understanding and boundless en- 
ergy—-and Charlotte had all of them. 

Ned said she had something else, too: “the 
wonderful faculty of making people like her.” 

That was a big help in winning votes. 

‘When she made her house-to-house canvass 
for signers for the petition to name her a can- 
didate,” Ned said, “she talked to women about 
their babies, their gardens and their housework 
because she was truly interested.” 

Those women, and a lot of men, felt confi- 
dence in her—and they proved it at the polls. 

Charlotte won the election and took office on 
Jan. 1, 1950 

At the age of 27, this charming housewife, 
mother and lawyer, became the first woman dis- 
trict attorney in the history of New York State. 

She had a loyal husband to encourage her, 
but she really got there on her own two feet.

HE young man who sat across the desk 
from Captain of Detectives George Titus 
in the West 47th Street police station, Man- 

hattan, a distraught. His name, he said, 
was Jc Pulitzer, and he was worried about 
the disappearance of his wife, Anna. 

“I haven't seen her since last night,” he ex- 

“when she left the house to go to the 

ery. She wanted to fix me a snack, because 

I'd been working hard—I'm a district captain 
—in the primary election yesterday.” 

Titus took down the pertinent facts. The 
Pulitzers lived on West 46th St. 
band described his wife as being 22, of slender 
build, five feet two inches, with straw-colored 
hair and gray eyes. On the night before, Tues- 
day, Sept. 16, 1902—-she’d been wearing a black 
hat, dark skirt, a velvet waist with white polka 
dots, and a pair of diamond earrings. 

“Just before she went out,” Pulitzer added, 
“she took off her other jewelry and left it at 
home. She said it might be dangerous to wear 
it so late at night on the street.” 

Captain Titus promised to circulate a descrip- 
tion of the ntissing woman. Pulitzer returned 
to his suite at the brownstone, 46th Street 
boarding house conducted by Mrs. Eva Fleming. 
Little was seen of him for the next 24 hours. 

At seven Thursday night, Mrs. Fleming came 
to him somberly, an evening paper in her hand. 
She pointed to a front-page story and said: “I 
hope I'm wrong, but maybe this has something 
to do with your wife.” , 

The young husband read the story with 
manifest agitation. It told of the finding. around 
nioon of that day, of the as yet unidentified nude 
body of a young woman immersed in the shal- 
low tidewater of the Morris Canal Cut, between 
the Hackensack and Passaic Rivers on the out- 
skirts of Jersey City, only a few hundred yards 
from the Hackensack River drawbridze. 

Her description tallied exactly with Anna’s, 
and according to Jersey oficials she had been 
in the water 10 to 12 hours, and dead since 
early Wednesday morning——only a short time 


after Anna disappeared, 
At Mrs. Fleming’s urgent prompting, Pulitzer 
set out for Spier’s Morgue, in Jersey City, where, 


according to the paper, the body might be 


viewed. He crossed the Hudson on the ferry 
to Hoboken and en route had opportunity for 
closer study of the newspaper story. 

The young woman found in the cut had been 
murdered, the report read, the principal cause 
of death being a five-inch knife wound in her 
abdomen. In an attempt to conceal the body, 
a 20-pound hitching weight, bearing the name 
of the maker, had been attached to it, 

The clue of the hitching weight, Jersey City 
Police Chief Murphy declared, had caused the 
authorities to check for a lead to the murderer 
among livery stables in the north Jersey area. 

By 9:30 that evening, Joseph Pulitzer had 


reached Spier’s Morgue. He took one look, and

fell to the floor in a dead faint. The body on 
the slab was that of Anna Pulitzer. 

A full five minutes were requireti to revive 
Pulitzer. When he came to, he was surrounded 
by a group of police officials eager to question 
him. To them, he told the same story he'd re- 
lated to Captain Titus. From his statement, 
one thing seemed apparent: whatever the motive 
for the crime, the diamond earrings had some 
bearing, for they had not been on Anna’s ears 
when she was found. 


T ALSO seemed possible that, although the 
body had been discovered in New Jersey, the 
murder itself had been committed in New York. 
Consequently, Chief Murphy phoned Captain 
Titus, who agreed to. intensify the New York 
aspects of the investigation. 
“Send the husband back over here,” Titus

suggested, “—-with one of your men.” 

Accompanied by Jersey City Detective Reilly, 
Pulitzer returned to Captain Titus’ office. Five 
minutes after their arrival, Murphy phoned 
again, with information which transformed 
Pulitzer from the status of a voluntary visitor 
at the police station to that of overnight “guest.” 

Murphy told his colleagues that he had just 
received a report from the Newark police con- 
cerning a hurse and light wagon, feared stolen 
from Michael Mullen’s livery stable in Newark. 
Mullen said the rig had been hired Wednesday 
night, but had not been returned. Newark offi- 
cers had already determined that the address 
given by the renter was non-existent, and the 
name probably false. 

“But from the description of him,” Murphy 
concluded, “it could be Pulitzer. We’re checking 
with the drawbridge tender on duty last night 
to see if he remembers such a horse and wagon 
crossing over there.” 

Acting on the assumption that some aspect 
of Anna Pulitzer’s domestic situation or habits 
of living might throw light on her murder, Cap- 
tain Titus assigned Detective Sergeants Edward 
Hughes and Peter Finley to make inquiry at the 
46th Street boarding house. When the two 
officers talked with Mrs. Fleming, they received 
information of provocative character. 

She told of frequent male visitors to the 
Pulitzer suite during the absence of the hus- 
band and strongly intimated that, as a wife, 
Anna was not all she should have been. 

“I don’t think Mr. Pulitzer knew what was 
going on,” Mrs. Fleming said, “although he 
may have suspected.” 

Back at Captain Titus’ office, when Hughes 
and Finley faced Joseph Pulitzer with the al- 
leged facts of his wife’s indiscretions, the hus- 
band sorrowfully admitted that, since his mar- 
riage four years ago, he had frequently sus- 
pected that such was the case, but his great 
love for Anna had prevented him from ever 
bringing the issue to a showdown. He said he 
never knew, nor had asked, the names of any 
other men in her life. 


For instance,” Pulitzer continued, “on Tues- 
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day, Anna told me she had lunch at Mock’s 
restaurant, on 42nd Street, and that when she 
came out, she ran into an old admirer. She 
said he asked her to go with him to his apart- 
ment — up near Central Park — but she refused. 
Yet, she didn’t mention his name—and I 
didn’t ask.” 

The New York detectives deferred checking 
into Pulitzer’s story until the following day, 
Friday. By 10 that morning, however, two 
developments had occurred which both cleared 
the husband of the suspicion that he had hired 
the horse and wagon from the Newark livery 
stable, and convinced the police that an entirely 
different kind of equipage —a buggy — was con- 
nected with the crime. 

The first took place at 9:30, when Mullen, 
ewner of the missing rig, scrutinized Pulitzer 
at the station house, and declared that he was 
not the man who had hired it. 

Then a half hour later, Chief Murphy called 
from Jersey City, to say that his men had 
talked with Joseph Jackson, the Hackensack 
drawbridge tender, who had been on duty be- 
tween midnight Wednesday and two Thursday 
morning, the period in which Anna Pulitzer’s 
body was presumed to have been thrown into 
the cut. 


JACKSON declared that-shortly after midnight, 
a covered buggy, hauled by a small bay 


‘horse with. a white splash on the right side, 
-had passed-over the bridge, westbound. Its only 
eccupant was a man, whom Jackson could not 


describe. 
However, as the vehicle left the bridge and 
proceeded down the Plank Road, which ran 


‘parallel to the cut, the bridge tender noticed 


a trunk strapped to the rear. Furthermore, it 
was Jackson’s belief that the carriage had 
stopped at a point on the road approximately 
opposite the spot where Anna’s body had been 
found. 

Murphy concluded his call by stating that 
his men were intensifying their search for the 
buggy and asked that any information developed 
in New York be immediately relayed to him. 

Captain Titus was able to comply with this 
request within a few hours. Sergeants Hughes 
and Finley, working in the 46th Street neigh- 
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There Were Other Men in Her Life Besides Her Husband and 
One of Them Had a Fatal Affection for Her Valuable Jewels 


borhood, had uncovered significant infosmation. 

The proprietor of a bakery located at the 
corner of 47th Street and Seventh Avenue, told 
them that Anna had bought some rolls there 
around midnight Tuesday. After she left the 
store, he’d noticed her talking with a man on 
the sidewalk. The two had walked down the 


| Street in the direction of a cabstand. 


The detectives then inquired among neigh- 
borhood drivers, and learned from Cabman Ed- 
ward Crystal that at midnight Tuesday he had 
picked up a couple on 47th Street, and driven 
them uptown. The woman had been carrying a 


| paper bag, and Crystal’s description of her 


strongly resembled Anna Pulitzer. He described 
the man as young, dark and well dressed. 

“What’s more,” Captain Titus pointed out, 
“the cabby took them to 58th Street and Sixth 
Avenue—only a block from Central Park. Maybe 
Anna’s companion was the ‘old admirer’ she 
met outside Mock’s restaurant.” 


CHIEF MURPHY had little time to mull over 

this information, for almost immediately an- 
other call came in—this one from a subordi- 
nate, Detective George Riley, who said he was 
Phoning from police headquarters in Hoboken, 
a town adjoining Jersey City. 

Riley reported that the Hoboken police had 
just told him of an alarm they had received 
early Thursday morning, from a local livery- 


' Man, concerning a presumedly stolen buggy 


drawn by a bay horse with a white splash on the 


® right side. Two hours later—before Anna’s body 


was discovered—the alarm had been canceled, 
when the owner reported the return of his 
property. 

“The liveryman is Charles Evans, at 130 
Washington St.,”’ Riley informed Murphy. “May- 

you want to meet me there.” 

Murphy hurried over to Hoboken, and joined 
Detective Riley at the Washington Street ad- 
dress. Evans’ answer to their first question 
assured the officers that they were on.the right 
track. “A hitching weight?” the livery stable 
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owner repeated. “Yes, one was in that buggy, 
but I noticed later it was missing.” Evans also 
recalled that the weight in question was a 
product of the same manufacturer. 

Evans told the officers that the covered 
buggy and the bay had been rented at 6:30 
Wednesday night, by a dark, slender, well- 
dressed young man, who said he needed it for 
only a few hours. When the renter failed to 
return it by seven the next morning, Evans 
feared he might have made off.with it and 
notified the police, only to cancel the alarm 
when, presently, the young man reappeared with 
the rig. 

“What name did he give you?” Murphy 
asked. 

“He didn’t,” Evans replied ruefully, “and I 
wish I knew it. He didn’t pay me for the over- 
time. But he promised to stop by with the 
money, and when he told me he was a news- 
paperman and used to work for the Crusader, 
I was inclined to trust him.” 


ITH Evans in tow, Murphy and Riley has- 

tened to the offices of the Crusader, a local 
weekly. A scrutiny’ of the paper's staff estab- 
lished that the buggy renter was not among 
their number. But then the editor had an idea. 
He pulled a photograph from his desk, handed 
it to his visitors, with the comment: 

“Here's a picture of the staff as it was last 
Christmas. Maybe youaygman’s in it.” ° 

Evans carefully scanned the photo, and then, 
pointing to one of the group-—-a young, dark 
man-—exclaimed: “That's him! Id know him 
anywhere!” . 

“Why, that’s Bill Young!” the editor re- 
plied. “He owned the paper —with Dick Anzer 
——until they sold it a few months ago. I don’t 
know where Young lives, but his partner's still 
in town.” 

Within 15 minutes, the Jersey City officers 
were questioning Richard Anzer at the address 
provided by the Crusader office. Anzer acknowl- 
edged knowing William Hooper Young, who, he 
said, was a grandson of Brigham Young, the 
great Mormon leader. 

He’d met his former partner the year before, 
and they had agreed to buy the Crusader. But 
after several months of the venture, they went 


their separate ways. Anzer did not know where 
Young was living and declared that, with one 
exception, he had not seen h'n for weeks. 

“But he dropped by here yesterday morning,” 
Anzer explained, “and told me he was going 
west. He also said he’d been working for ‘Pro- 
fessor’ Mac Levy, who runs that physical culture 
service in the Hotel St. George, in Brooklyn.” 

Chief Murphy informed Captain Titus of 
what he had learned, and the New York detec- 
tive, with Sergeant Finley, sped to the Hotel 
St. George to interview Mac Levy. The physical 
culturist told them that Young had come by 
at 11 the previous morning, to say he was going 
to the Rockies. 

“He’d been down on his luck recently,” Mac 
Levy explained, “and I'd given him work con- 
nected with the managing of some property 
I own.” 

“And his address?” Titus asked. 

“The Clarence Apartments, at 103 West 58th 
Street —near Sixth Avenue.” 

On their way back to Manhattan, Titus and 
Finley agreed that all the relevant leads in the 
case now converged into one: the 58th Street 
apartment of William Hooper Young, but they 
had little hope that they would find their quarry 
conveniently awaiting them. They were not to 
be contradicted. 

At the Clarence Apartments, the detectives 
learned that the Young premises were actually 
leased by John W. Young, William’s father, who 
had taken apartments 3, 4 and 5 and thrown 
them into one, to accommodate the large family 
resulting from his three marriages. 

The elder Young, a wealthy financier, was 
in Europe, the rest of his family was out of the 
city, and although he had been estranged from 
William for some 15 years, he had authorized 
his son’s temporary occupancy of an empty 
apartment —- Number four. 

Rensler Cronk, the janitor, said that at 9:30 
Wednesday night, he had been called on by 
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William Young to help carry a trunk from Num- 
ber four. Just before securing it on the back 
of a covered buggy, Cronk remarked on the 
unusual weight of the trunk’s contents. 
“It's full of books,” Young had ned. 
He drove off, but returned at 2:30 
morning. Alfred Dolbey, the hallboy, said he 
helped the teffant unfasten the trunk, which 
appeared empty, from the back of the pugsy, 
and carry it.to Number four. y 
went on, a half hour later he carried it to the 
lobby, where it was picked up later in the morn- 
ing by the Wells Fargo Express. | 
When the detectives inspected Apartment 
four, what they found, in conjunction with the 
testimony of the janitor and hallboy, enabled 
them to reconstruct the details of the murder. 
In some manner, possibly through the invo- 
cation of a former relationship with his victim, 
Young had lured Anna to 58th Street late 
Tuesday night, undoubtedly inten to rob 
her of the many jewels she habitu wore. 
Although on this occasion she'd left most 
of them home, he nevertheless went through 
with his plan, if only for the sake of the diamond 
earrings. After killing her, he hid her body in 
a large cupboard which, the detectives discov- 
ered, was considerably bloodstained, 


| ATE that night, Wednesday, he went to Hobo- 

ken, hired the rig, returned to New York, 
packed Anna's body in the trunk, drove back 
to Jersey, and dumped his cargo in the cut. 
Then he attempted to dispose of the trunk by 
shipping it to an as yet unknown destination. 

A check with the Wells Fargo Express re- 
vealed that the trunk had been consigned to 
“C. S. Elling, Chicago, Iiinois,” and had already 
been forwarded. 

Twelve hours later, at 11 Saturday morning, 
Titus was in of a telegram from the 
Chicago police, who had recovered the trunk. 
In it, they said, were the cloth Anna was 
known to have worn on the hight was mur- 
dered, a Chinese dagger with a four-inch 
stained blade, a pa bag containing stale 
rolls, and a pawn ticket bearing the name of a 
pawnshop on Park Row, New York, 

Inquiry there disclosed that Young had

In the meantime, of course, a widespread 
alarm had been raised for the murderer. His 
photograph and description, “—aged 31, 5 feet 
7 inches, black hair, piercing, magnetic eyes, well 
dressed, slender—" appeared in all the Satur- 
day and Sunday newspapers.

Although the suspect at first denied he was 
Young, later, when confronted by Mac Levy, 
he admitted bis identity. His comment at 
time is worth recording. 

“From now on,” he said, “I am going to 
stop drinking and smoking cigarettes. I am 
going to lead a different kind of life.” 


11S. last observation was grote 
phetic. When he was brought to 4 
Feb. 4, 1903, charged with murder in the first 
degree, he admitted disposing of Anna Pulitzer’s 
body, but denied the murder itself. This crime 
he laid at the door of the “C. S. Elling,” to 
whom he had consigned the trunk, and told a 
version of the murder which was as fantastic 
as the personality of Eiling was fictitious. 

Apparently, midway through the proceed- 
ings, he felt his protestations were not con- 
vineing, for, through his attorneys, he offered 
to plead guilty to murder in the second degree. 
The prosecution consented, and Young was 
promptly sentenced to life imprisonment. 

After serving 18 years in Sing Sing, Danne- 
mora and Great Meadows prisons, he was pa- 
roled in 1921 and subsequently dropped out of 
sight.
